have never joined in the alarmist ery. We believe 
the Emperor of France to be a man of wonder- 
ful sagacity, secrecy, and clearness. On the other 
hand, he often baffles the modern school of diploma- 
tists by simple candour. He broods over & project 
in his own mind, and when it is fáipcned he acts, as 
it were, by impulse. His policy is tentative ; he 
sends ovt feelers in all directions, and then, judging 
by the opposition or favour they receive, he acts sud- 
denly and boldly. Five long months the Antenne 
have been thrust backwards and forwards in Italy. 
The Emperor has done his best to secure the return 
of the Archdukes, &c., &c., but the final determina- 
tion is expressed in Italy and the Congress“ Not 
blind te the disappointment felt by his own people at 
the dieg race — ſor it was little else—of Villafranca, 
he looked round for means to recover his prestige. 
Not improbably, one of these means which suggested 
itself to the Imperial mind was a war with England. 
Two things met the moving feclers here. Firstly; 
the practical and commercial mind of France did not 
readily welcome the proposal. Secondly, the spirit 
of England was aroused, aiid Our fleets were truly 
formidatile. The chances are weighed, and we have, 
as the lat result, an unofficial, yet still authoritative, 
„apology' for Imperial policy, which involves a de- 
term nation to abide by the alliance with England. 
The Times publishes what that journal calls “a 
curious conversation which took place n few days since 
between a Frenchman and an Englishman.” Werte 
we to give names to these generalitles, we would say 
“between Lord Cowley and Count Walewski,” unless 
the latter man be expunged to make room for the 
Emperor himself. Perhaps this conversation may 
be the very one which furnished the Morning Adver- 
tiser with a subject for a highly alarmist article. 
There cannot be a doubt that the substance of the 
conversation is, in any case, a true reflex of Imperial 
opinion. 

The Emperor or his exponent appeals to facts as 
proofs of his loyalty to England. Hardly had he 
i “ascended to power when he despatched, in spite of 
éthe Assembly, the French fleet to make common 
“cause with the English in the East. Subsequently 
“he united with us in the Crimean war. When the 
“insurrection in India broke out, and employed all 
„our army in Asia, he did not profit by the absence 
of our force to pick a quarrel with us—nay, he of- 
“fered the English troops a passage through France. 
„He and the Imperial Guard subseribed to assist 
“your wounded, while our wounded in Italy find you 
indifferent.“ (The Emperor has ús there.) Finally, 
“the Emperor has rejected many measures of 
„successive Governments, which might have 
“shocked England.” These arethe Emperor's ar- 
guments, and withsome reason he asks, “ How can so 
“many proofs of acordiality so constant be all at once 
“forgotten?” 

We must, if we be reasonable, confess that this 
is true; but, then—“ The French Navy is out of all 
proportion to the requirements of your céiintry ; 
“you are building steam gun-boats, steam-rams, 
. three-deckers, and what not; your arsenals and 
“ foundaries are employed by day and night; you 
“have built transports for troops which can only be 
“directed against England, and you have laid up an 
enormous store of coal in anticipation of war.” 
The reply to all this deserves the most candid 
consideration. It is categorical and precise. The 
Emperor does not deny the truth of these objections, 
but he explains them. He proves that jn 1846 a 
Royal (Louis Philippe's) Ordinance fixed the 
strength of the French Navy at 328 ships, ef which 
there were to be 40 liners and 50 frigates— 
sailing vessels. In 1855 a Commission, under 
Admiral Humelin, reported in favour of transforming 
the sailing ships into steamers, and demanded a grant 
of 25,000,000 of francs for 13 years to complete 
the plan. The Council of State reduced the 
amount to 17,000,000. Our great activity is due 
solely to the fact that our navy is in a state of 
transformation. In the present year our fleet 
consists but of 27 liners, 15 frigates, and 3 plated 
vessels, screws, completed. France, to make up 
the required number, has yet 13 ships of the 
line to transform, and 35 frigates to build, which 
will require ten years. 

As to transports, we could easily find sailing 
vessels to bring men, ammunition, and horses to 
Africa, or elsewhere. But steam is required, and 
our mercantile navy is not yet sufficiently de- 
veloped to enable us to find steam transports 
from it. France is compelled to build them, 
and, with all her exertion, so deficient is her 
steam transport service still, that she had to 
purchase for the expedition to China, three large 
steamships fit for the purpose. 

As to coal, France always uses English coal ; 
“but, in case coal should be made a contraband 
“of war, it is necessary to have large accumula- 
“tions, and hence our very great purchases.” 
Still, if coal were contraband, France would be 
driven to use French coal, and for the convey- 
ance of this coal through the canal from Nantes 
to Brest it was pom gy | to build sixty iron 
boats of a very small draught of water, and 
these have been magnified into gunboats, designed 
to fire English cities. 

As to “ rifled cannon,” that is to be the future 
arm of all our artillery.

we must make equally large preparations to meet 
them, if need be. But we can do this without oter 
suspicion or ungenerous doubt. We will not suspect 
when we do not fear, and fear will be impossble 
when our fleets are double those of France, and our 
coasts are adequately defended against any sudden 
attack, no matter from what quarter. 

The Emperor need not have given this explana- 
tion, It cannot be intended to lull us into s false 
security, for we are well prepared already. We tecept 
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twice in one day. All this we can remember, but 
What we seldom think of is the difference 
between those times and the present. would 
be thought now if the Times were to announce 
that the Bank of England had no more money,

In the year 1797 the British Empire was environed 
by perils of uncommon magnittide, The financial pres- 
sure was severe in the extreme. Instead of a ng. 
as our coffers now do, wi h the precious metais, we had 
been so dfained of our specie for {reign sulisidies that 
coin seemed almost to Have flown the country. Ins 

of a thordughly loyal and well-effected Navy, with only 
sith a disturbance as we have lately seen on board the 
Princess Royal—a proceeding which, however inex- 
cusable in itself, admits of so much explanation as to 
enlist general sympathy on the side of the sufferers— 
we had a concerted insurrection in the whole fleet ;

the red flag of mutiny firinne at the masthead. Last 
of all, instead of ptesenting the spectacle of a compact 
and united people, we were split into setts and factions, 
some of which went even to the Jength of corresponding 
with the public enemy. The bulk of the nation, it is 
true, was sound; had it been otherwise, we should 
never have survived those days; but a large party in 
Ireland was thoroughly disaffected, ani it is now 
hardly to be doubted that it the French had landed 
there according to their original scheme, the island 
must have been lost to us for the time. That they did 
not so land was owing to the victory of Camperdown, 
which entirely disconcerted the plans of invasion. 

We can look now with something like surprise at the 
comparative smallness of the vessels by which battles so 
important were then fought and decided. The British 
and Dutch ficets, though the superigrity was a little on 
our side, were not ilj-matched, but there was no ship on 
either side above the size of a 74. Such as they 
were, however, they went courageously into battle. 
Camperdown was a hard stand-up fight, in which the 
prinelpal manceuvre of the British Admiral was to guard 
against any possible escape of the enemy. There was 
hardly a more sanguinary action in the whole war, and 
the Dutch showed all their ancient prowess, if not their 
ancient strength. The loss of their commerce and the 
stoppage of their trade had enabled them to con- 
centrate all the resources of the country upon the Navy, 
and De Winter is said to have anticipated a triumph. 
Duncan himself at the time, though still one of the 
most athletic men in the fleet, was nearly 70 years old, 
and, indeed, if we put together the two ages of him and 
his son, we shall find that their lives extend over almost 
4 century anda half. ‘The British Admiral survived 
his “victory only seven years, but he died full of days 
and honour, for it was universally felt that the Battle of 
Camperdown had delivered us from one of the greatest 
perils of the war. In point of fact, the partial success 
of Humbert’s expedition was sufficient to show what 
might possibly have been effucted if the schemes of our 
enemies had been more completely carried out. 

There are few subjects of greater interest than these 
attempted invasions of England. A descent upon these 
coasts isan operation which may be regarded from dif- 
ferent points of view as singulatly easy or singularly dif- 
ficult. It may be thought ens y when we observe how, 
notwithstanding all the obstacles in their way, the French 
did actually land both on the coast of Wales and on the 
coast of Ireland. It may well be thought difficult when 
we remark, that thongh landings on this scale have been 
accomplished, only one great expedition since that of 
William of Normandy has ever been sucessfully con- 
ducted across the Channel, and then only under circum- 
stances which explain the occurrence. Wiiliam of 
Orange came with the good wishes of the people, and 
was received as a deliverer rather than as an invader 

It seems almost impossible to ensure the simultane- 
ous success of so many combinations as are required for 
a descent in ferce upon a hostile territory. Some may 
succeed and make the thing appear easy, but others 
fail, and then the partial success becomes of no account. 
The obvious moral is, that to ensure our safety we 
should multiply our precautions as much as possible, 
so as to increase the risk of the undertaking. An 
enemy is first exposed to blockade or attack in his own 
ports; he can then be encountered as he attempts to 
cross the Channel, or to unite his forces; then in his en- 
deavours to land, whether at one point or several; and, 
finally, he must bear the brunt of battle, however ill- 
prepared or organised, as soon as he touches our shores. 
Let us hope that an experiment proved to be so un- 
promising may never be repeated, or that, if such dan- 
gers should once more threaten us, we may again find 
men like Duncan to repel them. 


The Globe on the unpromising condition of 
Mexico: 

The condition of the Republic of Mexico is one that 
must move the pity of the thoughtful and the indigna- 
tion of the thoughtless. That a land so fertile and so 
beautiful should become the prey of anarchy, that the 
promise of strength and prosperity given by its splendid 
dawn should be unfulfilled, and that ina few short 
years, like so many States of the New World, which 
Canning boasted that he had created, Mexico should 
have fallen into the deerepitude of an ancient and de- 
cayed State, éan only move in the generous observer 
feelings of pity and regret. Nor are these feelings 
counterbalanced by any conviction that all will come 
tight in the end. The mongrel Mexican race, which 
spends its strength in internecine conflicts, shows not 
one symptom of those virtues which give stability to 
States. All that is left is the fertility of the earth, 
which no taction fighting can destruy. Tlie people are 
fast lapsing into uttef barbariem, beside which the

INQUEST—ALLEGED INFANTICIDE. 

An inquest was held on Saturday, in Glasnevin 
Cemetery, by Mr. Henry Davis, county coroner, upon the 
ay of an illegitimate child named William, Stevens, 
who died on lust Sunday, and was buried on Tuesday 
last, bul who was suspected to have met his death by 
wende at the hands of his psrents, John Stevens and 
Johanna English, who have lived together for some time 
ae man and wife, in the house No. 5, Mary’s-place, off 
Mary s-lane. ‘The prisoners, who are under 30 years of 
age, were arrest.d on Thursday evening, by Acting- 
inspector Smith, of the G division, at their residence. 

A Jury, principally composed of men working in the 
cemetery, having been sworn, 

Ellen Mooney was first examined, who deposed that 
she washed the child in question after its death, and 
which she identified (the coffin having been opened for 
the purpose). She found no marks of violence whatever 
upon the body, and believed that the child died from 
natural causes, 

Mary Kelly was next examined, and stated that she 
had seen the child sick for some time before its death, 
and that, she believed, resulted from natural causes. 

Michael O Donohoe, being sworn, d-posed that he 
slept in the same room with the parents of the child, 
and that about one o'clock on Sunday morning he heard 
three great blows upon the floor; he im nediately sat 
up in his bed and asked what was tha: ? Johanna Eng- 

lish replied that a mouse had got into her boot, and that 
she was knocxisg it out. lie then iit a candle, and 
while doing to the child was removed from its position 
on the floor, aud placed between the prisoners; he then 
went to bed again, and next morning learned that the 
child was dead. 

Dr. Barrett, of Finglas, was next examined, and stated 
that he had made an examination of the body and brain 
of the child, and that he found no marks of violence 
whatever. He had no doubt but that the child died from 
natural causes, 

()' Donohoe, who in fact was the only witness against 

the prisoners, and from whose information given to the 
police the present inquiry was instituted, appeared 
greatly disappointed at the result of the doctor's evi- 
dence, and began to argue with him upon its iconsis- 
teney with his own statements. He asked the doctor 
was it possible for the child to make a noise with its 
tect if in convulsions, and the latter said it was; and 
also that it was quite clear to him that no violence had 
been u ed towards the child. O Donohoe, however, still 
persisted in making the charge of murder against the 
yisoners, and declared that the other witnesses had now 
male different statements from what tiey had made 
Hartly after the death of the child. His whole manner 
leit no doubt upon the mind of the coroner and jury that 
he was actuated by the most malignaut motives, and 
which belief was confirmed when it was stated by one 
ofthe female witnesses that he and Johanna English 
were at enmity, a quarrel having taken place some time 
ago between them in respect to articles of furniture. 

The Coroner having briefly summed up the evidence, 
the jury without any hesitation returned a verdict that 
the child died from natural causes, and that there were 
no grounds for the charge made against his parents. 

Che prisoners were then discharged.

Larkin on several occasions entertained the idea of 
discharging him. It would seem that last night 
(Christmas eve) the unfortunate young man attended 
to his business with other persons in Mr Larkin's 
empl >ym: nt up to a late hour, after which he must have 
got under the influence of ardeut spirits. He was missed 
as I am intormed, about three o'clock this mo: ning’ but 
his absence dd not oceassion any alarm. Soon after 
anylight, however, it was discovered that he had got 
i :toan o en in tle bak: -house and the e met his death. 
Che tr st was intense, and the likelihood is that 
Kelly, being partially intoxicated, got into the oven to 
warm ‘himself. He was found with his head and shoul- 
ders out of the oven, and his lower extremities burned 
toa:i:der.

THE GREAT EASTERN STEAM SHIP. 

Everything connected with the great ship remains at 
present in statu quo. The expenses on board have been 
reduced to the smallest possible amount, and pending 
the inquiry going on before the arbitrators between the 
company and Mr. Scott Russell, no works other than 
those which are absolutely necessary are being carried 
on. When the arbitration may be concluded it is im- 
possible to say, as the numerous engagements of Mr. 
ilawkshaw, and the other engineers who act as referees, 
prevent their devoting much time to the subject. ‘The 
questions which they have to decide are exceedingly in- 
tricate. The question, of course, as between the com- 
pany and Mr. Scott Russell, is with respect to the fitting 
of the ship for sea after the launch. With all that took 
place before, the arbitrators have nothing to do, whether 
with respect to that part of the ship built by Mr. Russell 
under his original contract, or the portions completed 
by the Eastern Steam Navigation Company, under the 
direct inspection of Mr. Brunel. It was, of course, a 
matter of great importance to have the ship ready for 
sca as soon as possible, and after careful consideration 
on the part of the board, it was decided that as Mr. 
Scott Russell possessed all the requisite plans and models 
and was also the only engineer who would under- 
take the completion of the paddle-engines. the contract 
should be given to him. By the terms of the contract 
the vessel was to be fitted entirely as a first class shir, 
and ample security was given for the performance ot 
the conditions ot the contract. Time was an important 
element in the contract. The sum agreed upon was 
£125,000, to. which £4,000;was to be adde in the event cf 
the works being completed within a specified time. The 
work was to be carried on under the control and respon- 
sibility of Mr. Brunel as engineer, and arbitrators were 
appointed to settle all questions which might arise. The 


amount of work to be done was something enormous, as 


may be supposed in a vessel which was ten times the 
size of the Great Britain. Some portions of the work 
Were only required to be of a fompotaty character ; 
among these many of the cabins, which were only put up 


parts ofthe ship, such as the deck, were to be completed 
«ter she bau made her first voyage, or trial trip. 
When the ship lett the Thames, Mr. Brunel, it is under- 
stood, stated that a sum of about £5,000 would be re- 
quired to be expended in additional works, in order to 
complete the ship, and the whole demands of the Board of 
Trade may be complied with for something undef 
£3,000. There are various improvements which 
have been suggested, but which are not con- 
sidered as essential; and when once the field of 
suggestion isthrown open to any person—professional 
or non-professional—it is easy to run up a tolerable 
good list, and more especially when the cost of them is 
to be defrayed by other parties. The whole amount of 
these suggested alterations and additions woull be 
coverad by from eight to ten thousand pounds. In the 
face of such a state of things as this, it is difficult to 
account for the panie which appears to have seized the 
proprietors of this magnificent vessel. ‘There is surely 
not less ground for confidence in her now than when 
she lay an idle and unfinished hull in the Thames. Her 
powers have been tested, and they have been found in 
every respect equal to the anticipations of her designers 
and builder. The hip has made more than fifteen 
knots an hour which were required by Mr. Brunel, and 
which gives her a speed of 50 per cent. over that which 
is stipulated for in the mail contracts with the line of 
ocean steamers already at work. And this speed is 
attained with an economy of fuel and horse power 
which even exceeds the anticipations of Brunel. While 
the Persia, of 3.000 tons, bnrns 150 tons of coal 
per day, the Great Eastern, of 25,000 tons, does not require 
more than twice the consumption of the Persia. The 
Great Eastern is eight times the sise, but consumes only 
twice the quantity of fuel, and gives a much higher rate of 
speed than the fastest ocean steamer afloat. These re- 
sults, in a scientific point of view at least, are satisfac- 
tory in the highest degree. With respect to its com- 
mercial prospects, those surely are in no respect altered 
for the worse, since it has been proved that, with im- 
mense carrying power, the noble ship has the qualities 
of great speed, and economy in consumption of fuel. It 
isto be regretted that conflicting opinions prevail 
among the directors and shareholders to such an extent 
as to interfere, to a considerable degree, with the satis- 
foctory working of the undertaking. Upon this, and 
many other points connected with iis administration, no 
doubt, full explanation will be afforded at the meeting 
of shareholders called by the directors for the Lith of 
January. The chairman and directors of the company 
have expressed their determination of asking for the 
ap pointwe:t of a con tee of shareholders, and « 8 givigg 
the fullest explanat: n upon many matters, with respect 
to which a great deal of misrepresentation has been dis- 
seminated by persons whose sole object appears to be 
to throw diseredit upon an undertaking. which has in it 
rany of the attributes ofa great national work.—* The 
Observer.”

Sin,—There exists a strong eue in Trinity Col- 
lege in favour of the establishment of a Professorship of 
Pastoral Theology in the University. This is an 
utilitarian age, and, should the advocates for the pro- 
fessorship prevail, I trust the theories of the professor 
in the lecture-room will be illustrated by practice out of 
doors. In other words, I would have the professor to 
be a man of experience and ability in managing a parish; 
the incumbent of a large and populous parish in Dub- 
lin; I would have him divide his parish into as many 
districts as he should have students in his class; thea 
appoint a student to each district, where he will be 
employed in such parochial work as a layman preparing 
for the ministry could undertake—of course, under the 
guidance and superintendence of the professor. The 
candidate for the sacred office would, by this means, 
acquire a vast amount of pastoral theology, and learn 
the value of parociial visitation, without which the 
dogmatic teaching of the professor would be of little 
avail, so tar asthe Protestant Church is concerned. This 
preparation for his future profession would break the ice 
for him by the timeof his ordination, which would neither 
leave him nor find him an untried, inexperienced novice, 
but a skilled workman, that needeth not to be ashamed. 
But ! really do not think that a new professor is needed 
atall for that branch of theology called pastoral. We 
have several excellent treatises on that subject—Burnet’s, 
George Herbert’s, Vinet's, cannot be improved on, except 
by the standard of excellence, the Word of God. Let 
every student in the divinity classes be registered to 
give two or three hours each week, during his divinity 
coufse, to parochial work, under approved parochial! 
clagymen. ‘The clergy would hail the assistance oi 
earuest young men in their parishes, and the benefits 
would be reciprocal. The students of Birkenhead College 
have,for years past, been similarly occupied in parishes 
in Liverpool, and the discipline ot the college has been well 
maintained. Many of these students, now zealous and 
valued pastors, testify to the important advantages they 
derived from this early initiauion into the important 
duties of parochial work. Our future pastors would thus 
be taught, and learn effectually, the most useful lessons 
of pastoral theology, by personal acquaintance with 
the parishioners; not the least useful of which is ex- 
pressed in the homely adage— A house-going pastor 
makes a church-going people.“ W. B. B.

With regard to the denial of the expressions of dis- 
loyalty uticred at the Cork meeting, I have it on the 
most reliable authority, that not alone were such senti- 
ments made use of, but that the general tone of the 
lower orders, of which the majority of the assembly was 
cumposed, tended to show a lack of loyalty amongst 
them. ‘The newspaper charged with exaggeration has 
coufirmed its report, and reprinted it.

The actual state of the rebel army in Nepaul can 
perhaps be better estimated by a calculation of what it 
must be, than by our reports.

One report is that he is dead; another, that 
there was a consultation in his camp, and that the seve- 
ral leaders agreed to unite their forces, and place them 
under his orders. Side by side with these reports are 
details of the dispersion of the Nana’s followers in all 
directions, and the miserable plight to which they are 
reduced for want of food and clothing. One thing is 
certain—that our troops have taken the field against the 
rebels; the 54th (Q een’s) have proceeded to the Goruck- 
poor frontier, and one or two engagements have already 
taken plate, in which, as usual, the rebels retired, be- 
taking themselves to jungles and out-of-the-way pluces. 
It is go stated that Jung Bahadoor is going to assist 
me ©: expelling the rebels from his territories. About 
‘eight or ten thouszad Goorkha troops with forty guns, 
have already marched down the hill, and Jung will join 
the arm at Bootwal.

From 
zurther inquiries which have been made, there is no 
reason at present to believe that there is any European 
man Sr woman now alive in the rebels’ hands, as some 
pers have stated. 

“In Central India, it is feared that it will be necessary 
to carry on the war in the jungle. A body of rebels 
under the notorious Bhagoojee Naik lately found their 
way to a village about 12 miles from Nassick. About 

100 of the A*smednuerer and Nassick police, ted by Mr. 
Souter, went after them and succeeded in capturing the 
leader, „ho was hanged on the spot where he killed 
Captain Henry a year ago, and in killing another chief 
gap“, 41 men. Minor insurrections are going forward in 
other parts of India. The hill tribes in the Deccan are 
giving some trouble; anda party of Rohillas have been 
creating disturbances near Hingolee. Troops were sent 
after them, and they were surprised in a ravine a few 
milés trem the cantonmentof Hingolee. Fifteen of them 
wete killed, including their leader, the Rohilla Jemadar 
Shereef Khan. The Rohillas have also advanced on 
som? villages near Hyderabad, and we fear that their 
movements will not be checked without considerable 
bloodshed.

“Tiere is nothing of paramount importance’ to 
send home by this mail. The Governor-Gencral’s 
progress to the north-west, considerable difficulty in 
understanding what we are or are not to do with China,

The Governor-General 
left Cawnpore on the morning of the 5th, and arrived 
at Futteghur on the 12th. They encamped at the 
Luckpeere Bagh, and immediately held a station levee. 
‘The darbar was held next day, and was attended by a 
large number of native chiefs. Lord Canning’s camp is 
expected to be at Delhi about Christmas. The Onde 
Carcite has heard, with reference to the grand durbar 
at Lucknow, that ‘a list of the reeusant talookdars and 
city nobiles has been prepared, and that no less than 60 
odd names are enrolied on it. Each of these worthies 
has been galled upon to account satisfactorily for his 
absence from the Viceroy’s durbar, after being sum- 
moned, and some 35 or 40 of them after having obtained 
admission tickets from the Secretary.’ 


“ By the last telegram from England we learn that it 
is doubtful whether we shall aftcr all proceed to ex- 
tremitics in China. Here, on the contrary, the Bombay 
Times is intormed, ‘ upon good authority, that the share 
to he taken by this Presidency in the expedition to China 
will consist in furnishing two Queen's regiments to its 
strength in the coming spring. A powerful force of 
artitery is to leave England early in the year for Euypt, 
the transport of which from Suez will be entrusted, we 
are told, to the Indian Navy. We believe that this 
ru force will consist of close upon 1,000 men.“ The 
accounts are so conflicting that, perhaps, least said the 
soonest mended, There is a decided turning of the tide 
hore in favour of keeping quiet if we can honourably do 
ro.

The Special Commission for reforming the system of 
direct taxation met for the first time on the 15th instant, 
and before business began Count Hartig, the President of 
the Assembly, made a speech, which, in substance, ran 
as follows :— 
“It is the will of his Majesty that this Special Com- 
mission shall strictly examine into, and report on, the 
proposals which have been made by the Finance De- 
partment for the reform of the system of direct 
taxation. The Commission is formed of represen- 
tatives of the different Ministrics, of members of 
the Council of the Empire, and of experienced 
and independent citizens. The subjects to be dis- 
cussed were communicated to the latter some wecks 
ago, in order that they might have time and opportunity 
to reflect on them, and to obtain from other persons any 
information which might appear necessary. ‘lhe pro- 
positions of the members of the Special Commission will 
not be made to the stadtholders or to the Ministers, but 
directly tothe Emperor. The opinions of the different 
members of the Assembly being of equal weight, all 
propositions will be duly entered in the protocols, which 
will be laid before his Majesty. The majority will have 
no advantage over the minority, as the Emperor will 
take into consideration every suggestion that may be 
made. 
It is the wish of the Sovereign that every member 
of the Commission may express his opinions without re- 
serve, and probably it was on this account that a man 
was appointed to preside over the assembly ‘who many 
years ago retired from public life, and never has ha, 
and is not likely to have, relations with any of the 
Ministries.’ Although representatives have not been 
summoned from all the provinces—there are 22—the 
interests of each of them will be taken into consicer- 
ation, and that with the greatest impartiality. If it 
should appear advisable to take the opinion of ny pcr 
son possessing special knowledge on a particular sub- 
ject, each member of the Commission will be at liberty to 
propose that such person shall be invited to attend. The 
Commission has not the attributes of Parliament or of a 
Diet, but of those bodies which are in the habit of pre- 
paring draughts of laws ſor legislative assemblies.’ The 
Commission is, in fact, a Special Committee, ‘which will 
report to the Emperor, the only maker of laws (Al/ein- 
Gesezgeber), on the reforms proposed by the Minister of 
Finances.’ The independent members of the Com- 
mission must not look on the representatives of the 
highest authorities as their adversaries, but assist 
them in the attainment of their object, which is to 
make the direct taxation as little onerous and disagree- 
able as possible. It is not improbable that there will 
be a difference of opinion on some points, and when 
such is the case each member of the commission will 
have aright to give expression to his sentiments either 
by word of mouth or in writing. It is, however, desirable 
that the members should refrain from any endeavour to 
make prosclytes, as such attempts often lead to violent 
and useless discussions. The propositions of the Minister 
of Finances are very good, but, as nothing in this world 
is perfect, they may perhaps be improved. In conse- 
quence of the increased expenditure after the year 1848 
it was not only necessary to augment the old taxes but 
to introduce new ones. The occurrences during the 
present year have necessitated an increase rather than 
a diminution of the taxes, but this is a matter which 
does not concern the Commission, as the Emperor every 
year makes known (ausschreibt) the sum which is re- 
quired for defraying the expenses of the State. By the 
projected reform in the ‘cadastral’ administration, 
and by an improvement in the method of levying the 
direct taxes, the large sum ot 5,150,000 fis. per annum 
will be saved. 
“The deliberations of the Commission have to begin 
with the following questions :—1. Shall there be a radi- 
cal reform or only an improvement in the present cadas- 
tral system? 2. Should a reform be considered de- 
sirable, shall a cadastre of the estimated value of the 
land be substituted for the ‘ parzellen-ertrags’ (the gross 
revenue arising from the land) cadastre? 3. Shall in 
future the principle of the stability of the cadastre be 
maintained, or shall the principle of mutability (“Wan- 
delbarkeit’) be adopted?” 
Tun Frexen ty tur Rep Sea—The Debate pub- 
lishes the following:—“ The port in the Red Sea re- 
cently ceded to France is Zoulla, on the coast of Ha- 
besch, at the bottom of a fine bay near the spot once 
occnpicd by Adulis, the most frequented port of the Red 
Sea in ancient times. The coast of Habesch is that part 
of the Abyssinian seaboard which extends from Cape 
Nose to the Straits of Bab-el-Mandeb, Cape Nose itself 
being situated at the boundary of Upper é t. opposite 
the Isle of Emeralds, of which the Viceroy of Egypt has 
recently taken possession. ‘The town of Zoulla contains 
an industrious maritime population, said to be superior 
to any other on the coast. The port possesses excellent 
anchorage ground, well sheltered from the north-west 
winds, which alone enter in the bay. Zoulla is also 
the most favourable port for communicating with the 
interior of the Statesof the Emperor Theodore, who 
reigns over the greater part of Abyssinia; moreover, it 
coi. mands the Aden route. The ¢cssion of this port to 
France is said to have been made in strict conformity 
with established usages.”

GREAT FIRE IN WESTMINSTER—LOSS OF 

FOUR LIVES, AND SERIOUS INJURY TO 
SEVERAL PERSONS. 
On Thursday morning, between the hours of two and 
three, a fire, involving the loss of a large amount of 
property, and the lives of no fewer than four human 
beings, took place on the premises of Mr. Hook, Nos. 
1 and 2, Little George-street, Great George-street, 
Westminster. (The houses were let out in offices). 
The fire was discovered by a lady named Mrs. Sarah 
Giyn, who was on a visit to Mr. Serjeant Wrangham, 
No. 12, Great George-street, who observed an unusual 
glare of light shining at the back of the premises, and 
instantly raised an alarm, when Police-constable Parish, 
225 A, ran into Little George-street and despatched 
messengers forthe Royal Fire Escapes and the London 
Brigade Engines. After some trouble the whole of the 
inmates, consisting of Mrs. Chapman, the housekeeper; 
Miss Cecilia Chapman, aged 18 years, Mrs. Bilson, Sa- 
rah Ann GabbJthe servant,aged 16 years; Henry Bilson; 
aged two years; Sarah Bilson, aged 12 months; with 
another infant, named Frederick Bilson, were made 
sensible of their impending danger. At this moment 
an agonising scene took place. Mrs. Ei son presented 
herself at the first-floor window, crying piteously for 
help, and threw out her infant, which was caught by 
the constable. She then jumped out herself, falling on 
the spikes with a fearful crash. A medical gentleman 
was sent for and promptly attended to her injuries. 
Mrs.-Chapman, another inmate, and the child, Sarah 
Bilson, were coming down the stairs, when the stairs fell. 
The servant, Sarah Ann Gabh, ran to the trap door, got 
on the roof, and jumped nearly twenty feet, on the back 
of the premises of Mr. Serjeant Wrangham. Miss 
Cecilia Chapman and Henry Bilson were suffocated by 
the heated smoke. ‘The Royal Fire Escape arrived from 
the Breadway in a short space of time, but the building 
was in one mass of flames. The engines of the London 
Brigade, from Wells-street, Chandos-street, Crown- 
strect, Watling-street,and Farringdon-street, arrived in 
rapid succession, and with a good supply of water got to 
work in an admirable manner, under the direction of Mr. 
sraidwood, the superintendent’ of the brigade, engineers 
Paul Girard, Fleming Wilkinson, and Mr. G. Staples, 
the district foreman. The fire spread with amazing ra- 
pidity, and the roof fell in with a tremendous crash. 
The only good the firemen could do was to protect the 
adjoining houses. A large body of police of the A division 
were promptly on the spot, under the superintendence 
of Inspectors Butt and Doar. The fire was not extin- 
guished until the premises were burnt out, and the 
premises of Messrs. Brown and Steadfast, news agents ; 
Messrs. Hallett, and Co., bankers; Mr. Serjeant 
Wrangham's, No. 12, Great George-street, and adjoin- 
ing houses, were considerably damaged by fire and 
water, 

As soon as the fire was got sufficiently under, engi- 
neers Paul Girard and Ficming went in search of the 
missing bodies. Thoy first discovered those of Miss 
Cecilia — and Henry Bilson, burnt to a einder in 
their bedrooms. Mr. Crow, the coroner’s officer, hav- 
ing procured shelis, the bodies were removed to St. 
Margaret’s Workhouse. The bodies of Mrs. Chapman 
and her child are still under the ruins, but at the time 
of our writing the firemen were unable to get at them, 
although they could be seen. The cause is unknown. 
The loss will fall on the Imperial and other offices.

DISTRES81NG Suicipr.—On Tuesday last an inquest 
was held at the Piough Inn, Boddicote, near Banbury, 
beiore Mr. J, Churchill, coroner, on the body of the 
Rev. George Mawson Nelson, B.D., late Fellow of Mag- 
dalen College, Oxford, who committed suicide at his 
residence, Boddicote Grange, by shooting himself wit! 
a gun on the previous day. The first witness who was 
examined was William Townsend. footman tothe de- 
ceased, who stated that he had been in the service of 
the reverend gentleman about nine years, and during 
the last six weeks or two months he had witnessed a 
great change in his conduct. On Monday morning, 
when he was removing the breakfast things, he asked 
decease how he was, and he said he felt better, 
but he was afraid he should soon be as bad as 
ever. It appears that the deceased subsequently went 
into the library, where Mrs. Nelson and other ladies 
were assembled, and after remaining there some time 
he retired to his dressing-room, and was never seen 
again alive. Mrs. Nelson went to the dressing-room to 
see if the deceased was there, and rapped at the door, 
but received no answer; and on one of the servants 
reaching the window of the sleeping-room by means of 
a ladder the deccased was found lying on his side, with 
his back towards the doer, and a gun and walking-stick 
near to him. There-was no doubt that deceased had 
committed the rash act, as the door was bolted on 
the inside, and the gun had recently been discharged. 
It appeared trom the evidence of Dr. Rye, of Ban- 
bury, who had attended the deceased during the past 
month, tliat he had often complained of want of sleep 
and great diílleuity in arranging his accounts. He was 
frequently in a very excited state as to ordinary matters 
of business, and at the request of Mrs. Nelson he saw 
the deceased on Sunday last, after he had been to 
church, when he found him s.ffering under the delusion 
ot his supposed pecuniary difficulties. He prescribcd 
an opiate, which deceased took with the best possible 
effect, and was much better on Monday morning ; but 
he gave directions that he should be watched, as he 
thought his excited state of min! was such as might 
induve him to commit suicide, The jury, after a short 
deliberation, returned as their v r tict—* That deceased 
shot himself with a gun while labouring under Tempo- 
rary Insanity.” The deceased was a gentleman of large 
fortune, and has left a wife and one daughter. 

Destruction by Fire or a Mitt at Huppens- 
Firtv.—On Wednesday morning Engin>-bridge Mill, 
Huddersfield, the property of Mr. Edmund Eastwood and 
the executors of thelate Abraham Eastwood, was des- 
troyed by fire. The mill is about 50 yards in length 
and three storeys in height, besides attics, the south side 
abbutting on the river Colne and the west end on the 
Lockwood-road, close to the place where Engiite-bridge 
(from whieh the mill takes its name) crosses the river. 
The mill, which was one of the oldest in the district, 
was used asa carding and scribbling mill, and the whole 
of it was filled with machinery, part belonging to the 
above-named firm, and part to bhan, Eastwood and 
Roberts. The damage is roughly estimated at £4,000, 
and the owners of the mill and machinery are only 
partially insured.
